Flap On Wrong Edge Of Sheet Makes 


The Printed Inscription Inverted 


A letter from H. R. Wilk of Philadelphia, Pa., says. . . “I am 
enclosing an air letter sheet showing you where the gum was put 
on the wrong flap.” Mr. Wilk evidently overlooked the big thing 
about this air letter sheet for the gum is in the proper place along 
the top edge of the sheet, but in dieing out the flap, that is cutting 
the paper away from the two top corners to leave the flap over 
the top of the face of the sheet, the pile of sheets or at least this 
single sheet got turned around so that the top of the sheet was 
where the bottom should have been and vice versa. As a result of this 
the flap is cut on the bottom edge of the sheet instead of on the top

Will Feature Mail Transportation 
Theme On Three, First Stamp On 
Fourth; First Day September 24 


The anticipation with which collectors have looked forward 
to a view of the four stamps, previously reported here, for the cen- 
tennial of Canadian postage, will not be blunted with disappoint- 
ment. For they will be of a design to intrigue the strictly British 
North American fan, the general collector and the topicalist. G. 
Edouard Rinfret, Postmaster General of Canada, in releasing the 
four designs stated they were to commemorate the centennial of 
the transfer of the administration of the postal service to British 
North America, 





It is anticipated that this new 
stamp will be found to be con- 
venient for the prepayment of 
the postage on airmail letters ad- 
eee to the United Kingdom, 
reland and Europe. The color 
of this stamp will be a shade of red 
that approximates the first color 
used in the printing of the origi- 
nal three penny stamp of 1851. 

The other three new stamps, a 
4c, 5c and 7c, will display con- 
trasts in the means of transporta- 
tion used to convey the mails in 
1851 and those used today. The 
4c stamp displays an old-fashion- 
ed wood burning steam engine 
and the train that was in opera- 
tion on the Bytown and Prescott 
Railway in 1851. The modern 
train appearing in the upper half 
of this stamp: is a composite of 
the first streamlined diesel elec- 
tric locomotive manufactured in 
Canada at the Montreal Locomo- 
tive Works in April, 1950, for the 
Canadian National Railways, and 
also of a train in regular passen- 
ger service on the Canadian Pa- 
cific Railway’ between Montreal 
and Vermont.

Two Commem Seis 


During the month of May, on 
an unannounced date, Israel will 
issue a set of two stamps to mark 
the Third Anniversary of the 
+> eee of the State of Is- 
rael, 


sudat Yesha in a brownish red 
color, while a 40p shows Hakstel 
in dark blue. 

These stamps, designed by O. 
Wallish, depict sites on which im- 
portant battles were fought in the 
Israel War of Independence, Met- 
sudat Yesha formerly known as 
Nebi Yosha, is in the Upper Gali- 
lee. Hakastel founded by the Ro- 
mans about 2,000 years ago, com- 
mands the approach to Jerusalem, 
Both these places held by the 
enemy, were stormed and taken 
by Israel forces, 

The stamps are printed by 
Messrs. Lewin-Epstein Ltd., Bat 
Yam, Israel, by photolithography 
and are comb-perforated 14. Their 
plate numbers are 32 and 33 re- 
spectively. The post office sheet 
consists of 50 stamps with five 
ornamental tabs adjacent to the 
bottom row of the stamp. 
Ornamental First Day Covers 
bearing the new stamps and a 
special cancellation of Jerusalem, 
Tel Aviv-Jaffa, or Haifa, will be 
available at 75 pruta each.

Patched-Up 


Rotary Coil Pairs 
by J. F. McGee 


Sometime ago I had the occa- 
ion to examine a large collec- 
tion of Bureau precancelled coil 
pairs. Among them I came across 
three pairs of the 2c Omaha, Mit- 
| chell-Hoover’s No B103, 1922-23 
issue, and one pair of the 3c 
Omaha, B144, 1930-32. The four 
pairs were described in the af- 
bum as ‘“Paste-Ups”. 

An inspection of the items re- 
vealed that the so-called paste- 
ups were really patches or rein- 
forcements in the form of a thin 
white paper tape, a half inch 
wide, placed on the reverse side 
beneath the gutters. This varie- 
ty, unquestionably, also occurs 
on unprecancelled rotary press 
coil and sheet stamps. 

Paste-up pairs and double-pa- 
per singles are fairly common on 
ithe early U. S. coils, for these 
were made of flat press sheet 
stamps. The procedure was to re- 
move the margins on one side of 
the sheets and then paste them to- 
gether into lengths of 500 stamps, 
The next operation was to per- 
forate them crosswise, then cut in- 
to strips one stamp wide, which 
were then wound into post office 
rolls or coils, 

The rotary press stamps, both 
the coils and sheet ones, are 
printed on a continuous web of 
paper, At first it was the prac- 
tice to paste together the ends 
of the rolls of paper, but more 
recently they are spliced by the 
means of scotch tape. The inspec- 
tors of the printed stamps are 
supposed to spot and remove the 
sheet stamps and the coil lengths 
with paste-ups and splices, How- 
ever these occasionally escape

Therefore paste-ups and splices 
exist on both the rotary press 
sheet and coil stamps. 
However, the stamps with the 
reinforcements that I mentioned 
are of a different variety, From 
a close study of the Omaha coils, 


pins struck lightly on each side 
of the gutters, thus weakening 
the paper, which necessitated its 
reinforcing with a paper tape 
across the web of paper to pre- 
vent it breaking in two. Then 
when the perforating pins were 
correctly adjusted, they lit ex- 
actly in the center of the gutter. 
Of course the paper on which 
the stamps are printed is gum- 
med before being perforated, and 
naturally the reinforcing tape 
would be gummed on both sides.

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Time To Make Your Plans 


Altho spring was supposed to have arrived some weeks ago it is 
only now that the weather is beginning to get in step with the season 
and we are beginning to be lured outdoors a bit. Those who love 
the outdoors and all that comes with it in the lovely spring and sum- 
mer weeks will be happy that the time 
has arrived and many will lay aside their 
stamp albums more readily than during 
the cold months of this past winter which 
was about the most ideal stamp collectors 
winter that we have had for many years. 
What else was better company over the 
cold winter months than our stamps? 

Of course the real collector will not lay 
aside his albums to such an extent that he 
neglects them entirely, but will keep in 
touch with the stamp world through his 
favorite paper and will keep a constant 
watch for those stamps he has been hunt- 
ing. Perhaps one can often find such 
stamps in the summer months and if an 
auction buyer, get them at a better price 
than in the winter. Then there is the col- 
lector who will be planning a vacation 
during the summer months. The real en- 
thusiast has learned that he can have a 
oe splendid vacation and at the same time 
GEO. W. LINN attend one of the conventions of his fav- 

orite stamp society at the same time. These 
conventions are usually held in different parts of the country. For 
a time, some few years ago it looked like the conventions were 
going to try to gang up and hold their meets in the same town or 
as close together as possible so that one might make the round of 
them at one time. This year however we note that the leading 
societies are pretty well scattered as to their dates and their places 
for their annual meets. 

The A. P. S. laid their plans to coincide with the big CAPEX, 
(Canadian Philatelic Exhibition) to be held in Toronto in Septem- 
ber. This will be a gala event. The exhibition will run for several 
days and thus those who wish to attend the convention of the A. P. S. 
will have time to give full attendance at the convention and then 
plenty of time left for attendance at the big show which will be 
one of the biggest ever held in North America, certainly the hug- 
est ever held in Canada and it will rank well with the big New 
York shows of 1935 and 1947. The Canadian show will doubtless 
attract a greater number of British visitors than did the 1947 
show in New York. ' 

Toronto is well within reach of a very large section of the States 
and a trip there by Auto is a very practical way to make this show. 
Perhaps 75% of the A. P. S. membership lives within a two day 
trip of Toronto by Auto and we can expect a heavy part of the at- 
tendance of stamp collectors to come from the States. It is an 
event well worth planning for and every collector whether a mem- 
ber of any society or not will find it a worthwhile trip to attend 
this big show. 

Earlier, in August, the Society of Philatelic Americans will again 
hold their convention in Cincinnati, We well remember the last 
time the S. P. A. met in Cincinnati. That was a good convention 
and we had a splendid time while there. Cincinnati is a town that 
offers a lot for those who enjoy a summer vacation, The big Ohio 
River with its pleasure boats await your arrival and a trip up the 
river to Coney Island is a must if you want to get the most out of 
your trip to Cincinnati. Plan to attend this show if you want a 
nice summer vacation trip and remember that you do not have 
to be a member of the S. P. A. to attend the exhiitbion and bourse 
and get a good time out of your visit. 

Also in August, the Precancel Stamp Society will meet in Pitts- 
burgh at the William Penn Hotel, August 23 to 26. Personally we 
think the Precancel boys get more fun and interest out of their stamps 
than any other group of collectors. There is a reason for this too 
and it is mostly because of the fact that the Precancel boys are less 
money conscious than other collectors, They still get more kick 
out of trading and swapping and a genuine interest in trying to 
build up their collections than do most other collectors. Precancels 
offer so much in variety and interest that if you are bored or tired 
with your present plan of collecting we can recommend a dip into 
Precancels. Many have found them just the thing they have been 
looking for to give them a lot of activity and genuine interest with- 
out too heavy a strain on the pocket book. It is an ideal field for 
the fellow who wants to collect just because he likes something to 
hunt for and who claims no interest in the monetary value of his 
stamps. Not that precancels of the right kind are not worth a good 
price and readily saleable when found, but just because, like ordin- 
ary stamps, there are plenty of them to be had at a price so low 
you can get barrels of fun from them and do not need worry about 
throwing away your money. 

A trip to Pittsburgh and the convention will make any precancel 
collector happy, for he will see just what a splendid field it offers 
if he learns how tec collect. 

Then of course there is the big Centenary Show called HAPEX 
to be held in the latter part of June at Honolulu, Hawaii This is 
the one that most would prefer to attend no doubt, but the cost is 
beyond the means of most people and the show will thus be limited 
mostly to attendants from the Islands However there are a goodly 
number from the States who have already announced their inten- 
tion of going. Many of these perhaps like myself who has often 
dreamed of an ocean trip, but never could afford it and now find 
themselves in a position where they can afford it even tho it is 
taken as a final fling. Like the old saying goes, “you can’t take it 
with you” and that is just another excuse for taking a trip such as 
this to Hawaii. 

Mrs. Linn and I will leave here June 17th and will get home 
again about the same date in July. It is going to be something we 
will both enjoy and have in our memories for the rest of our years 
and we are both anxiously looking forward for the day when we 
jump off. It is not yet too late for others to plan this trip if you 
want to take it. It is just another way to have a splendid summer 
vacation that any stamp collector can enjoy, but if you can not go 
to Hawaii, then plan to attend one of the other events that we have

$4700 For Twenty 
Volume Collection 


The greatest excitement in the 
four-day auction held by H. R. 
Harmer, Inc. of 57th Street, New 
York on April 16 through 19, took 
place on the last day when Ber- 
nard Harmer offered the “Col- 
lections and Various” group. 

The first to create excitement 
was Lot 1509 described as “An 
outstanding collection of the 
World in 20 International Postage 
Stamp Albums comprising ap- 
proximately 35,000 stamps of all 
issues from 1840 to approximate- 
ly 1948.” The collection, estimated 
by the auctioneer at $3,500 to $4,- 
000 started quietly at $3,200 and 
was run by room-bidders, in $100 
increases to $4,700 at which figure 
it fell to a Philadelphia collector. 

The following lot 1510, com- 
prising a general collection in 
three Schaubek albums, estima- 
ted at $2,500 went to the same 
buyer at $3,200. The next lot, a 
collection of Air Post issues from 
the same Estate sold at $1,300 
against the auctioneers estimate 
of $750 to $850, again passing to 
the Philadelphia collector. 

In the rest of the auction, of 
which two days were devoted to 
United States issues, many very 
satisfactory figures were obtain- 
ed, notably: United States 1847 
5¢e on cover, with blue “MAU- 
MEECAN, O.” pmk, showing por- 
tions of five adjoining stamps 
$220 (cat. $37.50+), a vertical 
pair on cover used from Toronto, 
Canada $180, a superb 10c with 
right sheet margin $115 (cat. $80), 
another on cover from Quebec, 
Canada $200, 1851-57 1c (Scott 
6a), very fine used with blue 
cance. $90 (cat, $60), a 3c orange 
brown used on cover on July Ist, 
first day of issue (with another

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HORACE MANN 


Educator - Legislator 


Born in Franklin, Mass, 1796— 
died in 1850. He received his de- 
grees at Brown University and 
began the practice of law in Ded- 
ham, Mass., later transferring his 
office and practice to Boston, 
where, eventually he was appoint- 
ed as the first secretary of the 
newly established Massachusetts 
Board of Education in 1837. 

During a period of 11 years, 
while he held that position, he 
advocated and was instrumental 
in establishing the first Normal 
School in the U. S., at Lexington, 
Mass. It was a new type institu- 
tion of learning, intended to pre- 
pare school graduates for the 
posts of secondary-grade school 
teachers without the necessity of 
attending colleges or universities. 

After serving as a member of 
the Massachusetts legislature for 
10 years, he was elected to Con- 
gress as a member from Massa- 
chusetts, beginning 1848. In 1853 
he was called as president of 
famed Antioch College in Ohio, 
which position he held until his 
death 6 years later. 

He wrote numerous treatises on 
general and public education; al- 
so two books, Lectures on Edu- 
cation, and Letters and Speeches 
on Slavery, which latter subject 
was a dominant item before the 
Civil War. He was elected to the 
American Hall of Fame in 1900.

BRITISH 
EMPIRE CHATTER

INDIA, India has recently re- 
leased two attractive bicolored 
stamps to commemorate the First 
Asian Games, held in New Del- 
hi. The values are 2a and 12a. 

To comply with the colors re- 
quired by the U.P.U., India will 
shortly release the 4 anna stamp 
in blue. The design will remain 
the same. A change in the for- 
eign postal rate is the reason 
for the change. 

SOMALILAND. On April 2, the 
10 overprinted stamps in decimal 
currency from 5c to 5 shillings 
were released, The Crown Agents 
now announce the release of an 
additional value—3 Rupees over- 
printed 2 shillings???? 

Inasmuch as the 2R value has 
been overprinted 2 shilling, this 
notice is probably an error, and 
the stamp is probably overprint- 
ed 3 shilling. 

AUSTRALIA. On Sept. 27, 1950, 
Australia released the “Dual Cen- 
tenary of Postage Stamps for N. 
S.W. and Victoria” issue. Issued 
in se-tenant pairs, these stamps 
appealed to collectors and there 
has been a steady demand for 
pairs @nd blocks. 

On May 1 Australia released 
a similar se-tenant pair as part 
of the four stamps to commem- 
orate the jubilee of the Common- 
wealth of Australia. Originally 
white settlement came to Austra- 
lia at points, separated by vast 
distances and as a result, six in- 
dependent states grew up with 
many common interests but with 
no effective means of joint con- 
sultation. 

For security and development, 
a movement was started for fed- 
eration, and in consequence, the 
Commonwealth of Australia came 
into being in 1901. 

Shown on the 3 pence, (se- 
tenant) pairs are Sir Henry 
Parkes who played a prominent 
part in bringing about the feder- 
ation, and Sir Edmund Barton, 
the first Commonwealth Prime 
Minister. These four stamps in 
general and the se-tenant pairs 
in particular will probably be 
very popular with collectors. 
These stamps are on unwater- 
marked paper. 

SUDAN. The “Camel Postman” 
stamps of Sudan have been in 
use for over 50 years, are attrac- 


lar with collectors. Unlike most 
British Empire stamps these are 
still low in catalogue price and 
a collection of same can be made 
with a nominal outlay. 

SEYCHELLES. In the latter 
part of the 19th century, stamp 
dealers who sold stamps to the 
public received a 5% commission 
which was charged to postal ex- 
penditures,

Another pleasant surprise! 

Arrived in the mail this past 
week was a Postal Note issued 
at Portland Maine February 1, 
1945. It was sent with the com- 
pliments and best wishes of Per- 
ley P. Milliken of that city. 

This most welcome gift of Mr. 
Milliken was all that was needed 
to complete the documentation of 
that section of the albums de- 
voted to Postal History as it per- 
tained to these items, 

Those of you who rate the title 
of “smarty. pants” will recognize 
the February 1, 1945 date as the 
first day of issuance or use of 
the Postal Notes. 

Mr, Milliken’s first day, and 
the one sent by H. M. Brehm 
issued on the last day, March 31, 
1951, and about which [I told you 
in the April 23 “Notes”, will 
make a nice pair of items few 
collectors will have,

1. A 25c airmail stamp was is- 
sued to mark the inauguration 
of the Trans-Pacific airmail serv- 
ice.

The cachet which the Glen 
Ellyn Philatelic Society of Glen 
Ellyn, Il. had prepared for Flag 
Day, June 14 was put to good 
philatelic use when on April 26, 
with several additions it was 
used to mark “MacArthur Day”. 
That was the day General Mac- 
Arthur arrived in Chicago to ad- 
dress his fellow citizens in the 
mammoth Grant Park Stadium. 

The club used the GAR stamp 
adding underneath it the current- 
ly popular slogan, “Old soldiers 
never die.” With the slogan and 
stamp in red and the cachet in 
blue, a rather attractive item re- 
sulted, 

There is a possibility that this 
cover might develop into one of 
the most popular and scarce Pa- 
triotic Covers produced,

In 1753 when the people of 
this country were still getting 
their “do’s and don’t’s” from Eng- 
land, Benjamin Franklin was ap- 
pointed Deputy Postmaster Gen- 
eral for the Colony in the new 
world. The old sage did a toler- 
ably good job considering what 
he had to work with, but his de- 
votion to the cause of freedom 
dulled his “opportunities for ad- 
vancement”—in fact, he got tos- 
sed out of the PMG’s job alto- 
gether. 

In 1775, the Continental Con- 
gress reinstated Franklin. He 
went to work at once establishing 
a stage coach postal route, which 
was augmented in spots by other 
transportation, from Falmouth, 
Maine to Savannah, Georgia. It 
even had some cross. feeder 
routes, 

Of course this postal system 
suffered during and after the 
Revolution. It wasn’t until 1795 
that the new government was 
well enough organized to make 
something out of its business of 
delivering the mail. In that year 
President Washington appointed 
Major Joseph Habersham of Sa- 
vannah, Ga. the first Postmas- 
ter General. 

This renowned Georgian among 
other progressive activities re- 
established the massive north- 
south route set up by Franklin 
and extended it from points in 
northeast Maine to St. Marys, Ga. 
a distance of approximately 1600 
miles 

The route generally followed 
the coast line but not faithfully 
for in a number of instances it 
went far inland. It took about 45 
days for a one way trip with a 
stop at each of the 100 post of- 
fices along the way. 

Habersham after serving as 
PMG for Adams as well as Wash- 
ington resigned the post to be- 
come president of the Savannah 


Branch Bank of the United 
States, 
Georgia is productive of one 


other man who added in a dis- 
tinguished manner to the post- 
al system. He is Thomas E. Wat- 
son, who as a member of Con- 
gress in 1883, secured an amend- 
ment to a postal appropriation 
designating $10.000 for experi- 
mental rural free delivery.

this new discovery and we would 
urge collectors to check their lo- 
cal supplies and if more can be 
found, let us see if numbers oth- 

er than the “51” are to be had. 

Another notable difference is 
also apparent. In the normal air 
letter if we lay it on a table with 
the flap to the right, we find that 
the paper has the background 
reading from left to right. The 
paper appears to be with blue 
lines running across it, but these 
lines are caused by the fact that 
the background of the paper is fill- 
ed with lines of capital letters 
which form the words “UNITED 
STATES FOREIGN AIR MAIL.” 
These words are repeated all 
over in lines of uniform size and 
are so close together that there 
appears to be a series of light 
blue lines across the sheet. 

Now as stated, the sheet which 
was purchased here has these 
lines reading from left to right 
when the sheet is laid on a table 
with the flap to the right. 

This sheet which Mr. Wilk 
sends, if laid in the same posi- 
tion with the edge where the flap 
ought to be then shows the back- 
ground of the sheet with the 
wording inverted and reading 
from right to left. It is probable 
that there is either no definite 
plan in running these air letters 
through the presses with the 


all printings or if there was such 
a plan, then the sheets were 
turned around by error and thus 
created an error. 

It is also to be noted on a 
close comparison of the two items 
that the locally purchased one 
appears to be of a more bluish 
color than the other which ap- 
pears to be of a greenish blue, 

We shall appreciate any other 
specimens of these which appear 
other than normal. If however 
you expect us to comment on 
them in print you will be obliged 
to submit them for our examina- 
tion and not attempt to describe 
them to us. 

In a catalogue of air letter 
sheets printed by the American 
Air Mail Society, the invert is 
mentioned but with little or no 
comment, leading to the conclu- 
sion that but little if any infor- 
mation was available or that the 
author considered the matter 
lightly,
